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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on Sept. 25, 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The Amendment filed on Aug. 27, 2009 has been entered. Claims 8, 9 and 18 are 
cancelled per the Amendment filed, hence, claims 1, 5-7, 16 and 17 remain pending in the 
current application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 5-7, 16 and 17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 (Amended) : The closest prior arts, Coates '834, Kim and Coates '030 
disclose all of the limitations as set forth in the last Office Action, which containing substantially 
the same limitations as the newly amended claim 1 . However, the cited prior arts either alone or 
in combination do not further teach or suggest that the liquid crystal cell is compensated only by 
the optically compensating A-layer and the optically compensating B-layer. Specifically that, 
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Coates '834 discloses in Figure 3 that additional compensators are also used for compensating 
the liquid crystal cell. Therefore, claim 1 is deemed non-obvious and inventive over the prior 
arts and is allowed. 

As to claims 5-7, 16 and 17 : Since claims 5-7, 16 and 17 depend directly on the allowed 
claim 1, thus, are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
